gUPSBVISIMO LABOR UNIONS. 

While it may reasonably be assumed that the efTort nov being 
made in New York to brint; about thr ouactineiit of Legislation giving 
llie state industrial commission power to prevent slrilccs and lockouts, 
and to supervise labor tmions generally, is a direct result of the dis- 
closures made in the report of the Lockwood legislative committee, it 
is tnie that the tendoney in many sections of the I'nited is to bring all 
labor organizations and voluntary associations of workers definkelx 
under the supervision of the law. The tendency is a natural one. in 
view of rapidly chonpng industrial and social conditions. 

Labor itself, hecaiiso it has, no doubt through necessity, attaint il 
to a class consciousness as clearly identifiable as an entity as are tlu' 
varied elasses or combinations of capital, has compelled recognition 
of its actual and potcutioal strength of its power for good, and of its 
oppositite tendencies. Gradually the understanding is being gained 
that this heretofore inocuous entity has become an active living? fac- 
tor in the body politic. There began, a generation ago, a definit. 
movement to regulate public utilities, such as the railroads and other 
agencies in whose continued proper oporatioii tlio ri-rlits of the puMu' 
were found to be aparamount, and this asserted power of supervisory 
control was eextended gradually to combinations of capital as the 
wealth of powerful financial institutions and the captains of industry 
became combined in trusts. Likewise the need is now being realized 
of asserting the right of the pablic in the control and supervision of 
labor unions, which have become no less powerful in their way than 
the other combinations mentioned, no leas necessary to the continned 
convenience and prosperity of the people, and no less harmful when 
wrongly directed and controlled. 

The law will never attempt to direct or control the activities of 
the individual industry. That is to say, tlie artisan who pursues his 
vocation may do so wthoul molestation, just as the farmer or the 
blacksmith, in his little shop at the crossroads, work or not as they 
choose. But when the arti.san surrenders his initiative to another or 
to a combination of individuals who assert the right to trade ui)oii or 
to dictate his industrial policies, he places himself logically and 
reasonably in the class with oth<r trusts and combinations and may 
expect to be subjected to the measurea of regulation and control 
applied to a general class, no matter vi}M its con^nnit parts.—

The United States Shipping Board believes it may require an an 

iiual subsidy of $3-2,000,00() to keep the flag of the American merchant 
uiaine on the high seas. I'o provide the money it is proposed to set 
BHde ten jiti' cent of the customs receipts. It is also proposed tlia^ 
the United States sell its ships, take its losses and get out of the ship- 
pin it; business. 

President Ihitding approves and urges the subsidy. Before Con. 
gre.ss recently he dealt with out shipping situation frankly and hon* 
estly.

Superintendent Zmrhal •■inplia.'^lzed 
a point ill the ciTectlvi- use of educa 
tional filni.'i w hich needs to be stressed 
wherever nvti.jn pictures .ire em 
ployed for teaching rather thau for en 
terttainment. That Is, he insists upon 
the iibsoluto necessity of gtilnlng "act 
ive attention" by bringing out in 
preliminary ttalk the purpose of the 
film lesson and asking questions 
wbiob the screen will later answer. 

"Before running the picture I call 
the attention of the class to the main 
points I want them to notice." said 
Mr. Zmrhal. "We do not want them to 
take for granted tho services our gov 
crnment is performing for us every 
day. 

"From tthf picture they descc\cr it 
Is our government that protect- their 
bouses from fire; that guaraircca 
them freedom to worship Oo-i as ilicy 
please; that gives their children free 
education in beautiful school build 
ings; that guarantees the purity of 
their food; that puts public parks 
hospitals and libraries at their service 
These services are all pictured in the 
Society's film. -A Cltiien and His Gov- 
emment,' and so are driven home to 
these foreigners as could be done In 
no other way. I try to make them un- 
derstand that all these benefits Imply 
corresponding duties and respousibili- 
tles to the governmcn' that serves 
tthem. This I consider of the utmost 
importance. It is difficult for us to 
realize what a revelation the screen 
story is to these men. many of whom 
have been her- only a few months." 

After the film has been run, teach- 
ers In many yforeign centers make a 
practice of using the subject-matter of 
tthe plctture as a basis for conversa- 
tion in English, and have members of 
the classes write letters telling what 
they have learned from the screen. 

"We speak of Amerieaalsing our 
f on^paHMpv, but it Is no less true that 
then Is need «r Americanising Amer- 
icans." 

Not in America alone are such films 
needed, according to Superintenedni 
Zmrhal. Citizens of the new democra- 
cies abroad need equally to under- 
sttand their obligations to their gov- 
ernment and to realise that the gov- 
ernment will be cexactly what they 
make it. What wc call "Americaniza- 
tion filme" can be used to interest Im- 
migrants noto only in America but, In 
a much broader sense, in democracy 
as well.

"When bandied, heavy producers 
will show a great depth of hody, espe- 
cially at the frot and rear of the keel 
bone," J. H. Martin, in charge of the 
college popultry work said. "The deep- 
t and more slabsided the bird feels, 
ihe more apt she Is to bo a heavy layer 
This depth may be measured easily 
by taking the bird In the two hands 
with the wings folded and Uie head 
toward the person holjing her and 
circling her body with the thumbs on 
the middle of the back and tlic fingers 
spread apart to measure the length of 
the keel. The keel should be modecr- 
ately straight, relatively long and car- 
ried well back along the body. 

"The hand also should be spnned 
cross the back at the hip bones with 
the finge s well over the sides and 
carried towards the tall. This meas- 
urement will give the bark width and 
show whether or not it is carried to 
the tall

TOl' DUESSING HELPS CLOVER 
AO BOOSTS WflEAl YIELDS. 

Lexington, Ky. — Top dressing 
wheat with an application of about 
four tons of stable manure an acre in 
many cases has resulted in average 
increases of as much as eight bushels 
an acre in tbe yield of tbe crop, ac- 
cording to e.xperlmental results beluK 
cited by soil specialists at the Colle;;b 
of Agriculture to show Kentuky farm- 
ers tho value of the method. Top 
dressing quickens the growth of grain 
in the spring and encourages a good 
stand of grass or clover if these are 
grown in wheat 

Top dressing with straw also Is 
recommended provided it is applied 
early and at the rate of not more than 
(inn ton an aere. This practice has in- 
creased wheat yields from ono to two 
bushels an acre and improved the 
stand of clover. If used at this time of 
I hi' yeyar, straw should be applied 
only to poor land where wheat does 
not succeed and where it is dlOIOUlt 
to obtain a stand of clover. 

C'aro should be taken In top dress- 
ing wheeat to see that the manure Is 
not applied too heavily. Coarse man- 
ure should be avoided as much .is pos- 
sible. 

Many farmers who are troubled 
with gullies in which It Is difTicult to 
obtain a stand of grass arc using 
manure as a top dressing to good ad- 
vanUge, the specialists say Top 
dressing, which helps U»e growth of 
grass, has been tonnd to' be one of the 
most efficient methods of stopping 
fiulleys and washing, they say. If the 
piipply of manure is limited, those 
p.irts of the field that are subject to 
washing could be top dressed most 
profitably, the apecialisU have points 
cd out.

Manr linea 
of indnstiT five eridMioe of inoressed 
adtivlty and there appears to have 
been some deorease in indnstrial nn- 
ompioyment Reetail trade over the 
counter is reported aa unsatisfactory, 
bat mall order houses generally show 
an increase In business, attraibutable 
to the Improved purchasing power and 
mental attitude of the farmer, due to 
the rise In agricultural prices. 

Wholesale trade is generally report- 
ed to be better, although a consider- 
able degree ot.cautlon wisely prevails 
The rate of iron and steel production 
has IncreaBed, but tlie volume of for- 
ward orders still remains reatrlcted.

— The four- 
power treaty, the centpr of contro- 
versy over aocomiiHshment.<i of thp 
W.aphlnpfon Armp Conference was 
ratified by the Senate Ftiday with no 
resenatlon except the "no-alllance" 
declaration proposed by the Foreign 
Relations Committee and accepted by 
President Harding. 

The final vote of 67 to 27, repre- 
aeoded a siargln of ISour orer the 
neceaaary two-thlrda waa recorded 
after the opponeata of ratWeatloa had 
made more than twenty nasnBoeaaful 
attempU to qnaiuy Senate aotton by 
reeerratlon o tamendBWta distast*> 
ful to the administration. On the de- 
ciding roU-call twelve DemocraU 
TOted for the treaty and only four 
Republicans oppoeed it 

Dying bard, the IrreeoBdbala ele- 
ment, which had oppoeed the treaty on 
the ground that it eeUbUshed an 
allUnce between the United Statas, 
Great Britain, Japan and fraaoe, 
forced thirty-three roll-calls during a 
four and n half hours' session set 
aside for final action on the resolution 
of ratification. They made their best 
showlag on a proposed reservation to 
InvtU outside powers into Pacific 
"conferencea" affecting their inter- 
ests, mustering thlrty-stx votes for the 
proposal to fltty-five la oppoalUon. 

The oonuBlttee raeervatkm waa ac- 
cepted in the end by a vote of M to 2. 
two attempts ta modify it talliag by 
overwhelming majorities. It declares 
that "the United SUtes understands 
that under the statement In the pre- 
amble or under the terms of this 
ttreaty there Is no commitment to 
armed force, no alliance, no obligation 
to join in ony defense."
